TRAINING VS. OCCtll'ATlON 

Do the boys and girls trained in 
schools for the deaf follow the occupa 
lions for which they were trained? 
According to their own answer 
large number of them do not. Ninety 

percent of the employed men who had 

had occupational training in a school 
for the deaf had been pre pa red for 

one- oi the mechanical trades, but 

only 30.° percent Off them were aetti 
ally engaged in such occupations. 
Only 4.,' parCent had been trained to 
be Operatives or laborers; yet more 

than 43 percent reported thai they 
were so employed, The men report 

eel as compositor, wen- about one- 
third as many as the number trained 
for the work. There were actually 



employed approximately one-tenth 

as many cai|HMiters, three eighths as 
many bakers, one seventh as many. 
cabinet makers, and one- fourth as 
many tailors anil cobblers as there 
were persons trained for these specific 
occupations. For women, the lack 
of balance between I raining received 

and occupation followed was equally 
great.

in a department store employing, 

3,000 workers, 100 are deaf or hard 
of hearing, primarily engaged in 
comptometry, typing, and bookkeep- 
ing. Their employer commends them 
for their service and calls attention 
to the fact that they are not distract 
ed by the noise about them. A pay- 
roll clerk in another establishment 
was described as "an excellent lip- 
reader. §ome here do not know he 
has no hearing." A county recorder 
reported a deaf man as "one of the 
very best copyists — an expert." 

These are only a few examples of 
the many favorable comments made 
by employers regarding their deaf 
and hard-of-hearing workers. Some 
emphasise the ha/.ard of machinery 
for the deaf, but other hold that 
"their sense of vibration and of sight 
> keenly developed that they 
recognize hazards and are seldom in- 
jured." Many urge that the advan- 
tages of hearing aids, of lipreading 
and of practice in speech be capital 
bed to the utmost. 

In general, employers point pre- 
dominantly to jobs of semi-skilled 

or unskilled nature as most suited to 

a person who has profound hearing 

impairment. As one employer express- 
ed it, "am routine position" in which 
the same operation is performed over 
and Over again and in which there- is 
little need for communication seems 
lo offer the greatest possibilities. \n 
Othei indicated that the deal work 
\ lii-n given something to t\o at 
which they can work alone. "The 
.leal do not til into groups," it was

others pointed to the prohibitive 
amount of time needed in making 

adequate explanation.

Such Statements as these, however, 
are nol to be Interpreted as ruling 

out possibilities of advanced training 
or of advanced employment for those 

deaf persons who are able to take it. 
The fact that among them 7 percent 
of the men and almost 13 percent of 
the women employed at the time of 
the Survey were engaged in profes- 
sional or semi-professional pursuits 
would indicate Otherwise. Individual 

differences among deal pupils an- just 

as significant as among the hearing. 
Their abilities and interests need to 
be studied scientifically in older that 
the guidance given lo each one may 
lead to the- best (xissiblc selection of 
Vocational activities. There can be 
no proper guidance without know- 
ledge of physical fitness, mental 

capacity, mschaaical skill, and per- 
sonal characteristics, Cumulative 

data on these items for each pupil 
are no less necessary in a school for 
I he- deaf than in a school for the 
heating. Only on the basis of such 
information can be built a program 
of guidance directed toward the re- 
alization of the greatest potentialities 
i tv student. 
With the hard-of-hearing the situ- 
ation varies in certain details as the 
degree of hearing varies. Avenues of 
Occupational activity widen and 
multiply as hearing acuity approaches 
normal, especially for those who 
frankly recognise their handicap and 
employ all possible means to over- 
Come it through the use of hearing 
aids, skill in lipreading, and pre 
setvation ol the puiilv of speech. 
The) loo. however, need the in- 
dividual guidance that every young 
person should have in exploring 
abilities, interests, and available op- 
portunttjes, preliminary to making a 

final occupational cool 

Would that every school respon- 



sible for the education of the deaf 

and the hard-of-hearing day school 
.incl residential school might " in- 
stall a well-organized personnel or 
guidance program, which would in- 
clude among its objectives the 
analysis, on the one hand, of indivi- 
dual needs and abilities, and, on the 
other hand, of local opportunities ,or 

occupations] service. Moth need to 
be considered in the development of 
a suitable program of training. 
Among the great tasks facing us in 
the education of all types of excep- 
tional children is that of finding the 
occupations in which .they can serve 
happily and in which a handicap may 
be transformed into an asset. It is 
hoped that in the years immmediately 
ahead, working conferences may be 
actively engatged in making further 
studies of this problem for the deaf 
and the hard-of-hearing. — School l.iir.
